Cut Down North 
Main Street Lights 


Nineteen street lights on the stretch 
of North Main street from the Tyer 
Rubber warehouse to the bridge over the 
Shawsheen have been dropped down to 
250 candle-power from 600 this week. 
Chairman Walter Coleman of the street 
lighting committee states that this 
brings those lights down to the same 
candle-power as the others on Main 
street, from the warehouse to Salem 
street and from the bridge to the Law- 
rence line. 

An annual saving of $570 is made 
possible by this change, and the com- 
mittee is using this saving to install 30 
lights of 80 candlepower in other parts 
of the town. The light at the corner of 
Chestnut and Main streets, a section 
which is now brightly lighted by the new 
filling station, has been cut down, allow- 
ing a $20 saving a year. 

The street lighting appropriation re- 
quest will be lower this year, Mr. Cole- 
man reported.

Conditions in Andover 
Show Improvement 


Conditions in Andover are greatly im- 
proved, Howell F. Shepard, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, reported last 
night. The several cuts in the W.P.A. 
quotas in the last few years have been 
practically absorbed, he said, so that 
there is very little idleness in town now. 

The quota has been recently cut on the 
sewing project almost in half, and there 
seems no possibility that it will be re- 
stored. The selectmen tried to get some 
women back on, but their efforts were of 
no avail. 

The number of men working on the 
W.P.A. has not decreased recently, how- 
ever, although drastic cuts have been 
made in other communities. There are 
18 working on a farm-to-market project 
on Haggetts Pond road, two lon la Poor 
street retaining wall, twelve on moth 
work, four on Beacon street, and twelve 
; on an Abbot street drain, A Union street 
drain was completed yesterday, and a 
requisition has been made for brush-cut- 
ting work in Carmel woods. Beacon 
street will be finished in a week. Some 
local men are working on a state road 
beautification project on Elm street. 

The Chapter 90 roadwork on River 
road is practically complete, and at 
present the highway and stock fences are 
being put up and curbing is being laid. 
Ten to twelve men are working here.

ABOUT NOTHING 

Who remembers an Andover-Exeter 
football game back in 1877? Was there 
one, and if there wasn’t just where does 
the 0-0 tie for 1877 come from that was 
on the annual Andover-Exeter program 
this year? 

The day before the Exeter game after 
we had seen the Townsman pass through 
another Friday we had a phone call from 
Kingsley Childs of the New York ‘Times 
who was up to cover the game. He had 
rather a vexatious problem on his hands, 
his boss having wired him to find out 
whether this year’s game was the 56th or 
57th Andover-Exeter game, and when an 
editor asks you to find out something 
you’ve just got to do it. He had seen a 
proof of the program with that ’77 score- 
less tie, and yet there seemed to be no 
basis for it. 

We came back to the Press and proceed- 
ed to rummage through the volumes of 
the alumni bulletin, only to find that 
somewhere the sports editor had jumped a 
year in his calculation of which game it 
was. Then we went down to the Book- 
store and glanced through Dr. Fuess’s

book on the history of “‘An Old New 
England School.” The headmaster de- 
voted considerable space to the Andover- 
Exeter series which started in 1878. We 
took the book over to the Western Union 


game story, and while it interested him, 
he still wondered about that 1877 score- 
less tie—mostly perhaps because he knew 
his boss would wonder and ask him, and 
then if he didn’t know wonder some more 
why he didn’t know. We called up Dr. 
Fuess to ask if he had heard of any 1877

Where did that 1877 scoreless tie come 
from? Dr. Fuess in his book mentioned 
that in 1877 Andover challenged Exeter, 
but no game was held. Maybe the stu- 
dents who made up the program figured 
that since no game was held Andover 
scored nothing and Exeter scored nothing.

—— Old Andover Houses — 


Even a Philadelphia Sunday today 
can’t compare with the Andover Sunday 
of the early1800’s; in fact if little William 
Adams were to be reborn today in Philly, 
he would think that the Quaker city is a 
real den of vice. 

On a gatepost near Hardy house on the 
Hill little Willie used to sit as sunset ap- 
proached on Sunday evenings, and when 
the sun finally sank below the horizon he 
would emit a shrill shout to his brothers 
and sisters (nine of them) that the dreary 
Sabbath was over. 

William was one of the many children 
of John Adams, who as the academy 
principal, lived in Hardy house from 1810 
to 1838. Besides Mrs. Adams and the 
ten little Adamses, there were usually 
about six students living in the little 
house. 


It is said that Hardy house stands on 
the site of the oldest house on Andover 
hill. Today it consists of only an annex 
and an ell. In 1804 while a Captain Towne 
was residing in an old dwelling on that 
site, the academy trustees decided to 
make extensive alterations to the delapi- 
dated, weather-worn structure. An annex 
was added, and this section still stands, 
but about 1881 the part to which the 
annex was added was torn down and an

The almost total depletion of the 
town’s reserve fund this year calls 
to mind the reasons for which that 
fund was established and a study of 
those reasons will prove that there is 
a very great danger of the fund’s 
being improperly used. 

Chapter 40, section 6, of the Gen- 
eral Laws reads: “To provide for 
extraordinary or unforeseen expend- 
itures, a town may at an annual 
town meeting appropriate a sum... 
to be known as the reserve fund.” 
The words “extraordinary” and 
“unforeseen”? seem clearly to indi- 
cate that it is an emergency fund, not 
to be used for the ordinary carrying 
on of the town government. How- 
ever, a feeling seems to have arisen 
lately that the fund is more of a 
“kitty” established for departments 
to draw on if they happen to be 
spending more than their appropria- 
tion permits. 

This year the fund was reduced 
considerably by expenditures — of 
various departments resulting from 
the flood. No more perfect illustration 
of the correct use of the fund could 
be found. The expenditures were 
certainly unforeseen and extraordin- | 
ary. The voters at the March town | 
meeting could not know that a few | 
weeks later the roads of the town 
would be under water, houses would | 
be flooded, families would be forced | 


: e 
out of their homes. They could not | 


provide for such an emergency, and 
therefore the reserve fund was es- 
tablished just in case anything like 
this should happen. 

But when something can be fore- 
seen with any degree of certainty it is 
a misuse of the fund to use this 
when the ordinary appropriations 
are running low. The school depart- 
ment is running into an overdraft, 
and as suggested by the finance 
committee when the budget was 
established a year ago, the school 
board has now applied for a $3,000 
transfer, only to find that $1,400 
was all that was left of the $15,000 
in the fund. Many of the extra 
school expenditures could be fore- 
seen, a few could not. A total of 
$7,300 was transferred on various 
welfare accounts. If these extra 
expenditures could have been fore- 
seen, the appropriation asked for 
should have been bigger. If it was 
something unusual that caused the 


‘large drain on the welfare funds, then 


such a transfer is perfectly legal. 
When $15,000 is appropriated by 
the town for the reserve fund, every 
effort should be made to keep that 
fund intact. When the entire $15,000 
is spent as it has been this year, it 
means eventually almost a dollar on 
the tax rate. On the other hand if it 
remains intact or nearly so, that 
amount of money can go back into 
free cash for reducing the tax rate 
on the proper town meeting vote.

Legion Editorial 
Offers Proposals 


An editorial in the December issue of 
the Andover Post Bulletin, the publica- 
tion of the local Legion post, points out 
several interesting suggestions about the 
new auditorium and gymnasium. The 
main points brought out are the possi- 
bility of having the school committee ‘in- 
clude in its budget an appropriation for 
properly equipping the athletic teams, 
free use of the gym one night a week for 
individuals or groups, the formation of 
business men’s gym classes, the providing 
of tablets in the auditorium, and the 
adoption of the name “memorial audi- 
torium” instead of “school auditorium.” 

The editorial follows in part: 

Andover Post, No. 8, has sponsored 
junior baseball teams, helped to secure 
bleachers, and, in many ways, has 
fostered the development of the play- 
stead. With the completion of the gym- 
nasium and the appointment of several 
instructors in physical education, comes 
the opportunity of encouraging the school 
committee to include in its budget some 
appropriations for properly equipping its 
athletic teams, and to throw open the 
gym, perhaps one night a week, for indi- 
viduals and groups to take advantage of 
its splendid facilities. We might also 
stimulate the formation of gym classes, 
for business men and others. 

Without seeming desirous of recogni- 
tion or credit, but realizing the necessity 
of some initiative on our part, should we 
not immediately lend our help in the 
carrying out of the town meeting vote of 
December 1933 which provided that tab- 
lets, commemorating the war time serv- 
ices of the Andover boys, be placed in the 
new building. Prompt action is also 
needed or the present common usage of 
referring to the “school” auditorium, 
gymnasium, and playstead, will make it 
increasingly difficult to adopt the designa- 
tion of “memorial,” as voted. Although 
many specific war memorial projects have 
been rejected during the past decade and 
a half, the townspeople, we are confident, 
have always desired one, and now that 
this ideal combination of practical utility 
and lasting significance stands ready, they 
will, without doubt, show their satisfac- 
tion by contributing liberally for the 
erection of suitable tablets.

Andover Residents Spent 


The Lawrence General hospital grate- 
fully acknowledges the generosity of the 
people of Andover in the special collection 
made each year by Mrs. A. P. Thompson. 

This collection dates back some twenty 
years, when the hospital used to hold a 
bakery sale in the fall. North Andover had 
a table at this sale, but Andover people 
decided it was impracticable for them to 
do so, on account of the distance. So they 
solicited money instead and have always 
contributed a goodly sum to the work of 
the hospital. 

When the bakery sale was discontinued 
several years ago, Church Gift Day took 
its place for Lawrence and Methuen, and 
North Andover held a sale on “North 
Andover Hospital Day,” for the same 
purpose. Andover continued its subscrip- 
tion of money to add to the total. 

In the year 1934-1935, $600 were re- 
ceived, and to date in 1935-1936, $512. 
This is a substantial aid in meeting the 
cost of care in the institution. 

In the year ended August 31, 1936, 284 
patients from Andover spent 3042 days, 
the equivalent of eight years and four 
months, in the hospital.
